3 Miracles from Mother Nature=Health, Pleasure, and Safety for Humanity 

1) Stevia: detoxifies water, the human body, and is Cold Fission when 
blended in water. Water has a greater energy yield than gas, so using the Health, Safety 
and Welfare Clause of the Constitution can force Detroit to switch to healthy, stevia fission 
engines. 


Stevia is the 'missing link' between nature and science that scientists missed 
completely. Stevia will reduce a bottle of supposedly purified water up to 10% from 
chemicals that have attached themselves to h2o molecules. The alarming rate of sickness 
and disease is directly attributed to chemicals and the toxic sugars that humans ingest now, 
Stevia splits chemicals from water, the human body is mostly water, and Stevia is mother 
nature’s natural detoxifier for the human body. 
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2) The fountain of Pleasure for Women=Three simple and easily done 
things=Unlimited Orgasms, or Pleasure for women.

Details; On 07/24/2008, the NYO JTTF was advised of an unknown 
powder in an envelope mailed to the office of offices of the William 
J. Clinton Foundation, 55 West 125th Street. CT-22 squad members 
responded to the scene as did members of NYPD ESU . 

The envelope that contained the unknown powder was found 
inside of a FedEx envelope that also contained an invitation to a 
business event. Investigators contacted the sender of the business 
invitation and were advised that the invitation was legitimate, but 
we also advised that no second envelope was enclosed with the 
invitation. NYPD ESU conducted a hazmat operation and sampled the 
powder. NYC DEP conducted field testing on the powder and advised 
that it had properties consistent with soap. After being packaged 
by NYPD ESU, it was determined that the envelope was from an 
individual known to the US Secret Service (USSS). The USSS will 
conduct the follow up investigation.
